Men Mu»t Work the Farm*. 


Owing to the shortage of farm labor there is considerable 


talk about employing women on life-farms this year. 
Ihe 


chief'of the Division ctfjtftffti-Service,--A. •L.^Berkinan, an- 
nounces that.an effortlirbe.m'ade ,0 meet the shortage by 
mobilizing all of the available men'aud women in-the country 
Who are capable of doing farm work. Because of the fact that 
the ground has been well covered with snow all winter an 
unusually heavy crop of wheat is looked for and it is consid- 
ered none too early to be arranging for help for the harvest. 
And it is contended that women would be useful not only in 
the harvest-fields,, but in all fields.'froni planting tune until the 
close of tlie harvest of'crops of all kinds. 


But while it is true that there are women who are capable 


of doiu? a man's Work in the field it is equally true that there 
are few such, and the fact might as well be faced now that the 
farms of lhis=coimtry will-never be operated to any great ex- 
tent by'"woman power." In many foreign countries the 
women work on the land and many of them are practically 
equal to the'men in deftness-and strength. Some of those 
women fake kindly to the,fields'after coming lo the United 
States, but only "to a limited extent, do American women take 
to this sort of work and the great majority of them have not 
the strength that is equal to it. 
• 


Since the introduction of farm machinery and the growing 


scarcity of farm labor it has become common for many .wives 
and daughters of American farmers lo assist in the hay field. 
A woman who can handle horses can run a mowing machine 
tedder or hay rake as well as a man, but when it comes to real 
work the men have had to take the brunt of it, and they al- 


WTwoman who likes Ihe work can make herself very useful 
in the garden, the poultry yard and the dairy and tnere are 
plenty of women who do this with the best results, but when it 
comes to field labor Ihey.do not want it, and in most cases do 
not fill the bill when they try if. A Canadian oflicia has been 
telling of big things done by women in the harvest fields of 
Canada, all of which may be true, but American women are 
not used to it, do not want to:be used lo it and ought npt.lo be 
asked lo become used lo it. 


No Ihe farms of Ihe United States must be worked by men. 


There are ways in which women can assist in times of special 
urgency, but men must be the main reliance, in the future as 
(hey have been in the past. Instead of talking about "niobiliz- 
inc" women for this work it would be well lo give attention to 
the baseball crowds and lhev:robu.sl:chaps who spend weeks in, 
the busiest part of Ihe farming season in camp or at the sea? 
shore'for their "heatlh," which would be as greatly benefited 
by a turn in the" hay 
field. 
-

firs! in the working of American farms.
